“AN ENORMOUS LOSS 


EXHIBITION CONCERT BY 
" SCHOOL CHILDREN| 

The school children of Madoc and 
Huntingdon Townships astounded the 
audience at an exhibition concert held 
in Madoc Masonic Hall on May 30th. 
Never’in history has this vicinity been 
given such a treat, and never in hist- 
ory has the Masonic Hall been so tax- 
ed to house such a crowd of ratepay- 
ers and their children. Long before 
time for the program seats were at 
a premium and many had to be satis- 
fied in obtaining standing room only 
and many of them outside the main 
hall doors. * 

This has been the first year for 
music and singing to be taught in the 
rural schools of this district under a 
music supervisor and is at the same 
time, the only time that the attempt 
has been made in Hastings County 
outside the urban centres, It has 
been an experiment but from results 
shown last Friday night it has passed 
the experimental stage and is now 4 
reality, in fact a necessity. 

Much credit is due the Minister of 
Education of Ontario for the liberal 
grant given to incite and perpetuate 
such training in the rural schools. 

Inspector Mr. A. McGuire is to be 
highly commended for fostering the 
movement and initiating it into the 
schools, while great credit and com- 
pliments go to the supervisor, Miss 
Ramsay, and her assistants, the 
teachers of the various schools. 

The program was conducted by 
Chairman Walter Whytock, Reeve of 
Madoe village, who opened by a few 
remarks in which he admitted the 
lack of*such public training in his 
younger days and of how feeble was 
his first attempt to speak in public. 
He could see, he said, that if such 
entertainments were continued that 
Madoc district would not lack in the 
near future for material to fill our 
pyblic platforms.

OLD MADOC BOY CHOSEN 
LIBERAL CANDIDATE 


The following is another instance 
where one of Madoc’s boys have made 
a name for themselves in the person 
of Harry A. White, who has been 
selected as the Liberal standard bear- 
er in the Vegreville Provincial con- 
stituency. 

We reprint the following taken 


l from Vegreville Observer, of Wednes- 


day, May 14th-- 

Herewith the Observer presents a 
brief, but accurate, sketch of the life 
of Harry Arthur White, Liberal can- 
didate for the Vegreville Division. It 
presents nothing sensational to many 
Westerners, who have had to go 
through the same mijl as Mr. White 
and who grade, as he does, as first- 
class Canadians, who from humble be- 
ginnings have attained - places of in- 
fluence in their respective commun- 
ities. But there is more to it than 
that. In these days, children demand 
either from their parents, or from the 
state, or both, certain so-called rights 
or privileges to make their way easy 
for them. Yet success was never at- 
tained by ease or waiting for some- 
body else to bring it to you and lay 
it at your feet. Mr. White has been 
reasonably successful ~ but he worked 
for it as all others have to do. 

He was born at Madoc, Ontario, in 
1893. Like many, if not most, suc- 
cessful men, he picked out a farm on 
which to be born. His first school ex- 
perience came in the ordinary way of 
every little farm boy in Ontario, 
namely at the little, single-roomed 
rural school, where the over-worked 
teachers in Ontario at that time were 
paid the striking salary of from $300 
to $500 per year. 
weep, you teachers who start off at 
$1000. and do less than one-half the 
work today.) 

However, Harry was ambitious and 
eventually knocked over the public 
school-leaving examinations and ent- 
ered Madoc high school. When he 
exhausted its possibilities, he topped 
off his high school course at Belleville. 

On completing his high school 
course his thoughts turned westward 
and he carne to Alberta, busted but 
full of the urge to make something of 
himself. This was in 1912. Event- 
ually he entered the University of 
Alberta and graduated with two de- 
grees, Art and Law. Fixing upon 
law as his professon, he came to Mun- 
dare in 1918 with 90 cents in his 
pocket. He opened an office and 
waited for clients who sdon recogniz- 
ed his abilities and gave him plenty 
to do. His first client was-J.D, Me- 
Allister, the well-known Mundare 
merchant. 

He has continued the practise of 
laweat Mundare to date with noted 
success, In 1919 he was elected to 
the Munuare school board and is still 
a trustee. In 1927 he became mayor 
of Mundare and is in that position at 
present. 

As a lawyer, Mr. White probably 
does not win all his cases--no lawyer 
does. But whether he is for the 
plaintiff or the defendant, the oppos- 
ing council knows that he has been in 
a real-battle, before the case is con- 
cluded and judgment given. 

In politice he has been consistently 
Liberal. His views are positive and 
he never hesitates to express them 
forcibly. One may not always agree 
with an uncompromising attitude on 


themselves one way or another. 

It may be of interest to note that 
Mr. White earned with his own hands, 
at hard manual labour, every cent of 
money necessary for his high school 
and university courses

Industry and Farm 


Australian Trade Minister in 
First Canadian Speecr Out- 
lines Economic Problems 


If only the peoples of the world 
could abolish the fear of unemploy- 


ment and the fear of war, they. would 
banish two of the greatest forces with 
which mankind is faced, declared Hon. 
J. EB. Fenton, Minister of Trades and 
Customs for the Australian common: 
wealth. Mr. Fenton, who was deliver- 
ing his first speech to a Canadian audi- 
ence, stressed thé importance of agri- 
culture and mahufactUfing proceeding 
hand in hand for the achievement of 
general prosperity and sd.far as war 
is concerned, spoke with pleasure of 
the success of the London Naval Con- 
ference which he attended, and em- 
phasized the need of “breathing the 
spirit of peace, living for peace and 
working for peace.” 

In regard to the relations between 
Australia and Canada, he stlggested 
that every two or three years, dele- 
gations from each country should visit 
the other in order to promote a closer 
understanding. As to actual trade, he 

j had little to say. He said he knew 
very well what a tariff schedule is, he 

had one before him, but he would not 

dilate on that subject. Canada was on 
the eve of a general election. 


Reviews Progress 


The greater part of the address was 
| devoted to an account of the progress 
of Australia and the successes of La- 
bor governments in that country. Pre- 
facing these remarks, he observed 
that although Australia and Canada 
are the two greatest Dominions of the 
British commonwealth of nations, the 
peoples really know very little about 
each other. 

For the sixth time in the history of 
Australia, he said, a Labor Govern- 
ment was in office. Some people are 
inclined to mix the title of Labor 
party with what was known as the 
Communist party. Yet in Australia, 
Communism was a negligible quantity. 
As an instance, in an election in one 
of the biggest industrial constituencies 
in Sydney, a Labor candidate polled 
20,000 votes against only 300 cast for 
a Communist opponent. That showed, 
he affirmed, the small amount of in- 
fluence exerted by the Communist 
party in Australia. The Labor party 
wee distinct and separate. 

Continuing, Mr. Fenton said that it 
had often happened that when the La- 
bor Government took office in Aus- 
tralia, it was faced with a deficit 
which was transformed into & surplus. 
'For example, when the party came in- 
' to office in 1910, there was a deficit of 
| $3,000,000, and this sum was changed 

itno a surplus of $13,000,000. When 
war broke out, the people of the 
country showed their confidence in the 
‘Labor party by electing them to of- 
| fice with an overwhelming majority 
, and subsequently they won again on 
the conscription issue, Labor being op- 
posed to a conscript army.

Under the Mersey from Liverpool to 
Birkenhead there is being built the 
largest under-water tunnel in the 
world, and the cost will be £6,006,- 
000, It will be wide enough for four 
lines of vehicular traffic, a sort of 
Dale Street—one of the city’s princl- 
pal thoroughfares—under the river. 

Linking up with it there will be « 

broad highway into the densely popu- 
lated regions of East Lancashire, 
where some of the city’s bread-and- 
butter comes from. 
Liverpool is a wonderful place, and, 
4 should say, the best in the country 
for a pleasant journey home after 6 
hard day's work. Those ferry-boats 
deserve greater fame.—Answers,

Made in Prison 


Spread Among Tradesmen by 
Warder Who Aided © 


: Convict 


MYSTERY SOLVED 


London.—Forged Treasury notes to 
the value of no. less than $3,000 made 
by a convict in a prison cell, smug- 
gled out, and changed for “good 
money” among the tradesmen of the 
Isle of Wight and in the towns ‘of the 
Hampshire mainland! 


The man who accomplished this 
most amazing’ plece of forgery was 
released from Parkhurst prison re- 
cently, after serving a sentence of 
seven years’ penal servitude. He 
has revealed for the first time the 
story of his exploit in an interview 
with a reporter. 

Puzzled Officials 

These prison forgeries of £1.noltes 
have troubled the prison commission- 
ers at the Home Office for years past. 
Attempts have been made by the auth- 
orities in all manner of ways to find 
out how they were made in Camp Hill 
Detention Prison, which {is next to 
Parkhurst, but all without success. 

The forgeries are docketed in the 
records of the Home Office among the 
unexplained mysteries of prison ad- 
minisration, ms 

Ernest Everett is the man who made 
£1 notes in prison. He is a short, 
stoutly built, elderly man of benevol- 
ent appearance—you might mistake 
him for a Sunday school superintend- 
ent—with the cleverest long-fingered 
hands in the world. He is a skilled 
crafts-man, engraver, and metal work- 
er, with an attractive 
grown-up family.

Toronto.—Levelling criticism at the 
publicity given recent deaths during 
anaesthesia in various parts of the 
province, Dr. John Ferguson, retiring 
president of the Ontario Medical As- 
sociation, declared at the recent an- 
nual convention banquet here that this 
publicity was haying an intimidating 
and harmful influence on the people. 

“Surgeons, physicans and special 
ists,” he said, “are awaro of many 
cases requiring operative treatments 
which have been refused by adult pa- 
tients, and by the parents when the 
patients were children, This is a very 
serlous matter in the case of children 
with acute appendicitis, empyema or 
diseased tonsils.” 

Dr. Ferguson sald it was to be re- 
gretted that deaths during administra-. 
tion of an anaesthetic had come into 
the limelight so much and he express: 
ed the opinion that the public should 
be made aware of the fact that there ~ 
were persons who, for some unknown 
reason, do not bear an anaesthetic 
well, 

The difference between death during 
anaesthesia and death due to the an- 
aesthetic should be made clear, he 
sald, because there was such a yast 
difference between the two that tha 
public was not cognizant of.

Buckwheat Very Usetul 

In speaking about weed control it 
is a good plan to put in rape or buck- 
wheat, two crops that can go in right 
up to the middle of July. The first 
named makes a splendid sheep past- 
ure while the latter, of .course, Is un- 
excelled as a producer of feed grain. 
Both can also be plowed under for en- 
riching the soil. Buckwheat is one of 
ie most popular crops to sow in the 
about the first of July, con- 
trolling the weeds; and surplus moist-

a run for poultry and hogs. 


Help The Alfalfa 


Ontario’s alfalfa fields ‘have ex- 
perienced some. hard knocks during 
Last sum- 
mer’s drouth perrtitted only sparse 
growth; and alternate freezing and 
thawing early this spring caused some 
serious heaving of the plants especial- 
ly op the heavier soils. But hard 
Tuck has never permanently discour- 
aged an intelligent Ontario farmer. 
Actual tests condicted under the 
direction of the O.A.C.. College show 
how weakened fields can be helped. 
Six alfalfa growers in Western Ontar- 
io top-dressed their alfalfa fields last 
summer with fertilizers high in pot- 
ash and phosphate and secured gains 
of 1360 Ibs, to 8940 Ibs. of green crop 
per acre. Of course, soil must be 
well drained if it is to grow good 
alfalfa year after year and generally 
it: shoul! be limed (one ton to the 
acre) once in four years so as to keep 
conditions favourable for alfalfa 
growth. 


Dry Cleaning Method 


Sow thistle is in. its weakest con- 
dition just before ripening seed.. Hay 
fields may be cut a little early and 
immediately plowed rather deep. 
Providing the weather is dry the 
land should not be touched for three 
weeks or longer, providing no growth 
appears. After the land is weil dried 
out during the hot days of the sum- 
cultivation may be practiced 
till late in the fall, 
left. for the winter well ridged up so 
| that the frost: can further 
ithe destruction of the roots,

Every farmer has his own problems 
with regard to killing weeds.’ Gen- 
eral recommendations only can be 
given. Each farmer must study the 
weeds on his farms and learn whether 
they are annuals or perennials. Most 
annuals can be destroyed by allowing 
the seeds to sprout and then cestre, 
them with shallow cultivation. Per- 
ennials with creeping root stalker 
after plowing down must not, be al- 
lowed to show green during the rest 
of the summer or their strength will 
be renewed and efforts on the part of 
the farmer wasted. 

Weeds in old and rough pastures 
are the most difficult to control, 
Where cultivation is impossible sheep 
will often keep down the weeds; 
otherwise cutting with a scythe be- 
fore going to seed is the only means. 

No weeds should be allowed to go 
to seed. Road Superintendents have 
been given. instructions to cut all 


weeds from fence to fence on all roads. }- 


Threshing machine operators should 
exercise more care in cleaning their 
machines’ in moving from place to 
place. 
from grain. Do not’take’ wchance on 
feeding them to the chickens. They 
are bound to get back on the ‘land. 

A weed inspector . or adviser “has 
been appointed in every municipality. 
He is placed there to assist farmers 
with their weed problems. “He is also 
appointed to protect the man who is 
trying to control weeds against the 
careless farmer who allows his wéeds 
to mature and blow~ seeds over the 
neighbouring farms. Secure the

Radio Compagses on Ships 


A considerable proportion of the} 


larger ships in the world are now 
equipped with.radiocompasses for tak- 
ing radio bearings. The navigator 
may take these bearings himself, and 
the general problems intheir use are 
essentially the same in principle as 
in the use of visual, bearings; the 
practical differences betweeh radio 
and sight bearings are not differences 
in principle, but in the availability of 
the former at vastly greater distances 
and under all weather conditions. 
That such a radical change in navi- 
gation has been so quickly adopted 
by marines is proof of how success- 
fully it filled a long existing need. 
One master says “be would not sail 
a ship without a direction finder.” 


Distance of Bearings 


Radio bearings are frequently tak- 
en at distances of 100 to 200 miles, 
and the possibilities a to distance ap- 
pear to be limited mainly by what is 
worth while in navigatio:.. 

This system not only greatly facill- 
tates and safeguards thie navigation 
of vessels in approaching the coasts 
and making harbor entrances, but it 
enables vessels to take bearings on 
each other when approaching in fori 
and thus to avoid collision, This 
important use of radio bearings be- 
tween ship and ship is already com- 
monly employed.

The Darwin Reaction 


So the matter stood, till Darwin 
published The Origin of Species. 
Then came the deluge. Well, deluges 
may often make barren land spring 
forth into fresh growth, and so did 
Darwin's epoch-making work. Yet 
they. may also prove harmful, and we 
are only now slowly correcting two 
popular mistakes about religion which 
arose through misinterpreting the 
idea of evolution. 


The first mistake was fo assume 
that religion sprang from barbarous 
customs and gross superstitions ot 
early man, and hence was a mere sur 
vival of cupidity and fear. We need 
not discuss here the theories of the 
origin of religion. A word coined by 
Dr. Otto, the Numfinous (that is, the 
mysterious and awe-inspiring), is of- 
ten used to-day, and it is probable 
that this ‘Numinous’ side of nature 
first impressed man to think about 
the invisible order of things, and sure- 
ly there is nothing ignoble in that, 
however ignoble many primitive be- 
Hefs and customs may have been! 
But however lowly the origins of re- 
\ligion, after all our science our 
art, our philosophy and our music all 
come from the same source. No one 
thinks less of lovely porcelain be- 
is religion stained by the clay of the 
pit from which it. came. 


The second mistake has been much 
more extensive and mischievous. In 
reaction against the old idea of man 
as the rational being, lord of 
the early evolutionists spoke of
